inspection program.” 

To illustrate the effective- 
ness of the program, Chief 
Carter pointed to the previ- 
ously released statistic which 
showed that the number of 
fires in homes had been re- 
duced 15 per cent for the 
first nine months during 
which the home inspection 
program was in progress, as 
compared with the same per- 
iod a year previously. 

Carter’s remarks were con- 
tained in a preliminary draft of 
the district’s annual report. 
The report, which is to be sub- 
mitted to commissioners, was 
rot reproduced in time for the 
board’s regular monthly meet- 
ing, which was held Monday 
night. 

The department answered a 
total of 1057 alarms during 
1959 and 530 of these were 
calls to fires. Only 184 of the 
fire calls involved structures, 
however, the chief said. 

Concerning the effectiveness 
of the home inspection pro- 
gram the chief noted, “Al- 
though the home inspection 
program has consumed so 
much time as to cause some of 
our other work to be neglected, 
we feel the gratifying results 
compensate for the deficien- 
cies.” 

‘BUILDING’ 

A total of 99 of the fire calls 
answered were ciassified as 
“buildimg fires.” 

By far the most popular type 
of fire put out by district per- 
sonnel was the grass fire; fire- 
men put out a total of 109 of 
these during the year. 

In the case of alarms other 
than fires, the department re- 
sponded to 128 of a type listed 
as “smoke __ investigation.” 
There were 190 “special serv- 
ice” calls—which include such 
things as lockouts, ruptured 
water heaters and other minor 
domestic emergencies. 

Responsiveness of off-shift 
firemen, to larms where build- 
ings were involved, was also 
high. An average of 12 off- 
shift firemen turned up at 
every building fire to aid the 
average of 7.5 on-duty men who 
brought the firefighting appa- 
ratus to the scenes of such 
blazes. 

Bigger fires, naturally, were 
fought by larger numbers of 
men. 

In the case of ail fires in- 
volving a loss of $1000 or 
more an average cf 18.39 off- 
shift men showed up and the 
department in its immediate 
response to calls to such fires 
got an average of 8.29 men 
to each such fire. 

Extent of the home inspec- 
tion program was indicated by 
the fact that firemen visited a 
total of 4952 dwellings—along 
with 1996 business establish- 
ments—during the year. 

All these calls were made by 
on-duty firemen who remained 
in contact with their stations 
via radio. 

High level of training of the 
district’s firemen was indicated 
by the lack of major injuries to 
them, during the course ot 
fighting fires. Only seven fire 
men reported themselves injur- 
ed during the year and none of 
the injuries were of a major 
nature.

alities due 


to fires, in the district, during 
the year: Both occurred or 
Dec. 12 at a motel room in 


North Fair Oaks, and were the 
result of the same fire.

Establishment of an endowed 
Stanford University professor- 
ship, the Alexander M. Ponia- 
toff chair of ‘engineering and 
applied science, was announced 
this week by President Wal- 
lace Sterling. 

THe funds for the new facul- 
ty position come from Ampex 
Corporation through an Ampex 
Foundation grant honoring the 
corporation’s founder and 
chairman of the board. 

The endowment is payable to 
the University at $17,500 per 
year for the next 10 years. 

Under the terms of the 
grant, Stanford is to select a 
new and distinguished educa- 
tor to hold the Poniatoff pro- 
fessorship. 

Poniatoff, Ampex’s colorful 
founder, was born in Kazan 
Russia, and educated at the 
University of Kazan, the Im- 
Derial College of Moscow, and 
the Karlsruhe Technical Col- 
tege in Germany. 

He was a Russian Navy pilot 
in World War I and a White 
Russian pilot during the Revo. 
‘ution. In 1920 he escaped to 
Shanghai, where he lived until 
he.was ablé to come to San 
Francisco in 1927. 

He worked as a development 
engineer for General Electric 
Co., and later for Dalmo Vic- 
tor, founding Ampex in 1944 
—hamed for his initials, AMP, 
and “ex” for excellence of pro- 
duct. 

Poniatoff became board 
chairman in 1955, and lives at 
his new Atherton home, i141 
Tuscaloosa avenue, with his 
wife ,the former Hazel H, Hess 
af San Jose.

Research Instif 


Stanford Research Institute 
reported a volume of more 
than $22 million in contract 
research during the past year 
as compared with an $18 mil- 
lion volume in 1958. These fig- 
ures were contained in the In- 
stitute’s report of operations 
released last week. 


About two-thirdd of this re-| 
search was performed under 
government sponsorship; the 
remainder was financed by 
business, industry, foundations 
and individuals. 


In transmitting the report to 
the board of directors, E. Fin- 
ley Carter, president of the 
non-profit research center, dis- 
cussed the impact of technolo- 
gy on international develop- 
ments, and urged the positive 
application of science to world 
problems. 


“The quest for answers... 
leads to many areas of re- 
search,” Carter stated. “Among 
them are world relationships 
in trade ,production, communi- 
cations, arms control, food sup- 
plies, disease, poverty, popula- 
tion, living standards, and hu- 
man understanding. There are 
many more. The oceans, polar 
regions, the atmosphere, and 
space are involved. 


“The Institute’s work dur- 
ing 1959 continued to focus 
on research in the public 
service. The national inter- 
est requires a conscious chan- 
neling of scientific endeavor 
in directions most likely to 
promote peace and interna- 
tional understanding.” 


Some of the Institute’s re- 
search activities during 1959 
are disucssed in the report. 


To gain knowledge of the 
earth’s atmosphere and_ be- 
yond, the Engineering Division 
began construction of three 
large radar antennas. A 150- 
foot parabolic radar telescope 
is underway on the Stanford 
University campus.

FOR THE LAUNDRY 


A laundry automation pro- 
gram brought about new tech- 
niques for commercial launder- 
ing. Using a system developed 
at the Institute, cleaning and 
drying of “flatwork” is possi- 
ble in a fraction of a second 
without damage to the mater- 
ial. 

The year also brought new 
research in the field of propul- 
sion. In addition to the propel- 
lant reliability program of the 
Physical and Biological Scienc- 
es Division, the  Institute’s 
Poulter Laboratories began re- 
search on fuels and propulsion 
schemes for space vehicles. Ini- 
tial emphasis is on develop- 
ment of new high-energy solid 
propellants. 

The Poulter Laboratories 
also initiated research on 
new-applications of explo- 
sives, using them for forming 
metal shapes, for deep-hard- 
ening of materials, and for 
welding dissimilar metals, 


High temperature metals 
have important applications in 
jet engines and in the skins of 
missiles and supersonic air- 
craft. In the Physical and Bio- 
logical Sciences Division, me- 
tallurgists using new refrac- 
tory alloys of columbium and 
tantalum pushed the possible 
working temperatures of duc- 
tile metallic materials beyond 
the previous limit of 1900 de- 
grees F. 

Additionally, the Division 
made contributions in the field 
of semi-conductors. A method 
has been developed for produc- 
ing silicon carbide crystals for 
use at temperatures in the 
1800-degree range, a fourfold 
improvement over materials 
presently in use. 

The Institute’s biological sci- 
ences department is giving in- 
creased attention to identify- 
ing and studying cancer-pro- 
ducing viruses. 

STUDY DRUGS 

A psychopharmacology team 
was formed during 1959 to stu- 
dy drugs such as tranquilizers 
and stimulants that act on the 
central nervous system. Its 
members represent’ five disci- 
plines—pharmacology, psycho- 
logy, neuro-chemistry, neuro- 
physiology, and medicine. 

The Economics Division pub- 
lished its initial study in the 
Corporate Earnings Research 
Series. The study, “The U.S. 


Chemical Industry: Its Com- 
parative Earnings Perfor- 
mance,” provides financial 


yardsticks that measure com- 
parative earnings, sales, and 
other key factors in the per- 
formance of 150 companies and 
33 industries over a 25-year 
period. 

A study of the impact of 
possible non-military scienti- 
fic and technological devel- 
opments on foreign policy 
was completed during the 
year. The report was made 
for the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. 
Anticipation of future 
growth was evidenced by de- 
velopment of a master plan for 
Stanford Village—the 85-acre 
site on which SRI is located. 
Ground was broken in the fall 
for a second unit in the Insti- 
tute’s permanent building pro- 
gram. When completed in 1961 
the 150,000 square-foot struc- 
ture will house several re- 
search groups in engineering, 
the physical sciences, and econ- 
omics. , 
The Institute staff at year 
end was about 1700, not includ- 
ing consultants and temporary 
employees. Of this group more 
than 1600 are headquartered at

For Covering Open Drains 

A week and a half ago, the life of a three-year-old boy 
was lost in an open drainage ditch north of Atherton. 

Since then, one south county resident’ has filed for 
election to the county board of supervisors, on the basis 
that he thinks something should be done about the ditch. 
There have also been several other excursions and alarms 
and requests for action. 


From the county courthouse comes only the standard 
word; Hf the ditch is to be covered, the work must be 
firanced by a drainage district. 

“Yes,” say the boys at the courthouse, “something ought 
to be done. But it’s a local problem and neighborhood 
residents will have to pay the cost of properly handling 
their own storm run-off water, if it’s going to be done at 


all.” 


Meanwhile, of course, considerable money has already 
been spent because of the problem caused by the open — 
and dangerous — Stockbridge avenue drain. The moncy 
wasn’t spent usefully, either. 

We refer to the day after the tragedy, when the 
county manager, county sheriff and a member of the 
county board of supervisors — all of whom colleet five- 
figure incomes — managed to break away from the im- 
portant jobs they're paid to do, and junket down to the 
scene of the drowning. Whether or not their sojourn 
resulted: in any wseful thinking is arguable; the point 
is, the day's wages of these functionaries and the others 
who accompanied them might be better spent, if put 
in a fund for financing some work on the drains. 

At the risk of being labelled cynical, we'd like to point 
out that, county government or no county government, 
people still have to pay for the solving of their own neigh-

Municipal Report: 


City May Have Lots of Money 
—But It Has Hardly Any Cash 


In the preface to a recent 
issue of the quarterly Stanford 
Research Institute “Journal,” 
William J. Platt of Atherton 
pointed out that, in some, cases, 
the business of budgeting ex- 
penditures for a year at a time 
was probably bad economy 
and possibly unrealistic in the 
casés of some national de- 
fense projects. 

The theme of the particular 
“Journal” issue in question 
was the “spectrum of conflict” 
between Russia and the United 
States and in this global arena, 
the effects of “annual budget- 
ing” as compared to “five-year 
plans” becomes fairly appar- 
ent. 

It takes a little more par- 
ticularizing to bring the mes- 
sage closer to home. 

On the local level, for in- 
Stance, it can be speculated 
that the process of budgeting 
street projects a year at a time 
is demonstrably silly and un- 
economical. 


Every year, the same 
thing happens: The budget 
is adopted in June and pro- 
jects are set up for the suc- 
ceeding twelve-month, from 
from July 1 to July 1; it 
takes several weeks for plans 
to be drawn, a few more for 
bids to be called, a couple 
of more weeks for “contin- 
gencies” and for the con- 
tractor to get on the job. 

The result is that no job 
authorized in midsummer can 
even be started until about 
two or three weeks before rain 
can be expected; many outdoor 
projects are therefore delayed 
and conceivably might have to 
be done—in effect—twice; it 
depends on how much~ base- 
rock sinks out of sight and 


Mumps Topped 
Disease List 
For December 


The number of mumps cases 
swelled in the unincorporated 
area around Menlo Park in De- 
cember to gain recognition of 
a sort as the disease of the 
month. 

The San Mateo County pub- 
lic health division bulletin for 
Decembex showed 16 reported 
cases of mumps in the area, 
with four cases of the disease 
reported in Atherton and three 
in Menlo Park. 

Also reported for the unin- 
corporated area: One case each 
of chicken pox, german mea- 
sles, gonorrhea and four each 
of streptococcus infections and 
one syphilis. 

Mumps cases throughout the 
county, including 36 in San 
Carlos, totalled 90 for the 
month, way above the total of 
16 in December 1958 and well 
over the five-year average of 
35 cases for the same period.

how many grades sag during 
the rains. 

Since all tax-supported agen- 
cies adopt new budgets at ex- 
actly the same time and 
“open” and “close” their 
books on the same date, they 
wind up competing with each 
other for the services of the 
same contractors at exactly the 
same time. This cannot be 
expected to militate in favor 
of the taxpayers as regarding 
“good bids.” 

The price paid for flatter- 
ing the egos of the book- 
keepers is way out of line. 

Another point at which the 

“budget a year at a time, no 
matter what” philosophy hurts 
is when it comes to financing 
major projects. 

For instance, the city of 
Menlo Park for the past sev- 
eral years has been talking of 
developing a park in the Belle 
Haven area. It got money to 
buy seven and a half acres of 
land through a bond issue, 
bought the land, and since has 
installed turf and _ baseball 
backstops. 

That’s all that can be done 
at present; the city council 
can’t see where it’s going to 
get more than $25,000 in a 
lump sum, to start construc- 
tion, in any given year—and it 
might not have that. 

With such a relatively low 
ceiling on expenditures and an 
over-all development plan that 
calls for the spending of pos- 
sibly more than $100,000 for a 
gymnasium and a swimming 
pool, it’s easy to see where 
both the city’s recreation com- 
mission and council get cau- 
tious when deciding where to 
assign this year’s trifle—even 
though they know lots more 
will have to be spent sooner 
or later. 

If théy could plan ahead 
enough to be able to say, 
“okay, we'll spend this 
year’s $25,000 starting in 
May, and hook it to next 
year’s $25,000 so we can get 
$50,000 worth of work done 
in a single contract,” they’d 
be better off. 

But about the time anybody 
raises this rather reasonable 
suggestion, a legalist will rise 
to point out that commitment 
of expected future funds is 
illegal. 

The result is that city build- 
ing projects are largely ham- 
strung by two procedural con- 
siderations both of which 
might be archaic: You can’t 
budget for more than a year 
in advance and that year must 
start on July 1 and if you plan 
a project which costs more 
than is available in one year, 
you’re committing future in- 
come.” 

An alfernative would be to 
“bank” money in various re- 
serves, so that at the end of 
two or three years a “surplus” 
would be available and a 
major building project could 
ke undertaken. 

Unfortunately, reserves 
are vulnerable to just about 
every kind of a raid that can 
be conceived ,if they’re just 
generally titled “reserves.” 
And if they’re put away and 
earmarked for some _ par- 
ticular use, it becomes an 
object of scorn or criticism 
on the part of all others who 
have pet projects, plus those 
who want the total tax rate 
reduced. 

The only defense a tax-sup- 
ported agency has to these 
accusations is to spend every 
penny it can get its hands on, 
every year, turning in its pock- 
ets inside out each June and 
pleading for more money. 

It doesn’t make much sense, 
but that’s the way it’s always 
been done and that’s why the 
government of a city like 
Menlo Park, with 25,000 in- 
habitants, can’t get the price 
of a middle-class three-bed- 
room dwelling together at any 
time for any reason.

payers who had to share the 
burden—and_ it probably will 
be yet. . 

San Mateo county “loaned” 
the transit district $60,000 to 
finance a survey of the grade 
crossing sépafations’ for the’ 
Peninsula. -Everyone « thought 
that this. would “be a ‘major | 
problem in the original district | 
planning. The ta’k is to use| 
the Southern Pacific right-of. | 
way for much of the distance’) 
and we already know what | 
grade crossings we have. Nat- | 
urally many will have to be | 
closed, regardless of the type | 
of transit system. The county 
will get its loan back next year 
when the district prepares its 
1961 budget. 


But by that time there 
may be no rapid transit dis- 
trict. If the voters turn dewn 
the proposal, as we think 
they will, then will the coun- 
ty be stuck? 


Probably not, they will fig- 
ure some way to'go at the prob- 
lem again and will have anoth- 
er levy to make next year? This 
county pays approximately 
one-tenth of the total district 
budget; or about a quarter mil- 
lion dollars. This is for plan- 
ning only, you understand, and 
future taxes would have to be | 
levied to meet any deficits of 
operating revenue failing’ to | 
meet the bond and mainten- | 
ance costs. 


There’s quite a ‘pressure war | 
being waged to gét Sarita Clara 
county to come into the transit 
district. Present plans call for 
speed trains to run as far south 
as Mountain View. The South- 
ern Pacific says if rapid transit 
becomes a reality it will dis- 
continué all commute trains 
now originating in San Jose. 

This would work a hard- 
ship on many people who 
commute by train from that 
area. Too, San Mateo county 
officials do not feel it would 
be right to have the rail sys- 
tem extend beyond the south 
county line unless Santa Cla- 
ra county comes in and con- 
tributes its just share. 

Thé proposal now, is to in- 
clude the area of Santa Clara: 
county from San Jose north, 
but apparently the board of. 
supervisors in that county a, 
not too agreeable: Just. 
thought, but maybe San Mateo 
county should pull out, too. 

The transit plan is expected 
to go on the ballot néxt Novem- 
ber, but the cost figure is far 
from established. San Francis- 
co has come up with a new: 
plan for many more stations 
which, it is said, could add 


$250,000,000 to the over-all ' 


costs. 

Other counties undoubtedly 
will be asking for more and 
more as the plans are develop- 
ed so no telling where the final 
total will reach. Even at $500 
million, San Mateo county 
would be stuck for paying off 
about $50 million over the 
years. This on top of property 
taxes or a sale tax levy to, help 
meet operating césts. 

Going back to the crossing 
survey being made by the. 
transit people, it certainly 
griped us to find that Red-. 
wood City plunked out 
$5800 for a “stady” to find 
out which was the best: cros- 
sing possibility—Whipple or, 
Brewster avenue. 

And who is making the stu- 
dy? The same people that ara 
studying grade crossings for 
the transit district. The coun- 
ty, cities, or schools think no- 
thing of. ordering, costly. sur- 
veys. Only recently the Sequ- 
oa Union School District hired 
a new engineer and before he 
could get his feef comfortably 
settled under his desk, he 
needed a highly-paid assistant. 

Last week the head engineer 
brought in some rusted pipes [ 
to show that the Sequoia High § 
heating system needed some 
working over. Could the e 
neer_ give the answer? No, the 
board hired outside experts. to. 
make a “study.” We realize 
these items may be chicken- 
feed in the over-all budget, 
it. would. seems that with . all 
the highly paid engineers. 
planners we have on the public 
payr oll they would be able fo 
give some of this “expert” ad- 
vice themsélves, 

I's a horrible lesson. that 
péople had to learn about 
the néed for. flood control 
and. creek cevering in the 
area. 

The death of a three-year- 
old Atherton youngster and the 
narrow escape of his mother 
in the swirling waters of an.op- 
en ditch in Atherton should 
help to speed study of flood 
control measures. 

Nothing looks more appetiz- 
ing to a youngster than, Tun: 
ning water and until the: creeks 
are covered we will continue to 
read of these accidents. Cer-

A total of 883 students at- 
tended summer school at Men- 
lo-Atherton High School last 
summer and apparently most;

This was indicated recently 
in a report on the summer 
school activities submitted by 
Alan Bostwick, who headed it. 
at four schools of the district. 
Classes were held from June 
22 to Aug. 14. 

Actually, statistics were 
worked out on the basis of the 
district as a whole; for it, 2656 
attendances were reported at 
the four schools open: Carl- 
mont, Menlo-Atherton, Sequoia 
and Woodside.

Nine and eight-tenths per 
cent of those attending the 
school did so to earn additional 
elective course units in order 
to graduate, and 7.9 per cent 
of those in the schools were 
there for “summer recreation.”

This is the essence of a 
complete report issued this 
month by the National Insti- 
tute of Drycleaning on a study 
of what happens to people’s 
clothing during wear. Here’s 
how the Institute’s research 
was conducted: 

Five all-wool hard-fipished 
worsted $75 men’s suits and 
four all-wool’ soft-finished $51 
women’s suits were used in 
the wear test. 


One suit in each set was 
kept as an original for com- 
parison purposes. Two suits 
in each set were drycleaned 
and pressed fifty times. The 
remainder were given normal 
wear and drycleaned and 
pressed as the need arose. The 
men’s suits were worn an 
average of 1500 hours during 
the two years, the women’s 
600 hours. 


At the end of the fifty dry- 
cleanings and the two years’ 
wear the suits were coded to 
mask ‘identification and then 
examined by two different 
panels of ten people. One 
panel was made up of fabric 
and textile laboratory experts, 
the other of consumers. 


Both panels agreed that all 
the suits were still completely 
wearable. That was the only 
thing they were unanimous 
on. Only eight on the con- 
sumer panel correctly picked 
out the original men’s suit 
though all the textile experts 
did. When it came to the wo- 
men’s suits, three (30%) of 
the textile experts and six 
(60%) of the consumers pick 
ed the wrong suit as the orig- 
inal. 


Dr. Lyle concluded: 

“It is difficult, especially 
for an untrained person, to 
identify a suit that has been 
worn for a_ two-year period 
and drycleaned at normal in- 
tervals, from a suit that has 
been drycleaned and finished 
fifty times.” 


The Institute also points out 
that fifty cleanings and press- 
ings—far more than most 
suits recive in a lifetime of 
use—have left these suits in 
a fully wearable condition,
